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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 

1 . Claims 1-3 are pending. 

Priority 

2. If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 120 based upon a previously filed 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant 
application. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must 
include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the 
applications. This should appear as the first sentence of the specification following the 
title, preferably as a separate paragraph unless it appears in an application data sheet. 
The status of nonprovisional parent application(s) (whether patented or abandoned) 
should also be included. If a parent application has become a patent, the expression 
"now Patent No. should follow the filing date of the parent application. If a 
parent application has become abandoned, the expression "now abandoned" should 
follow the filing date of the parent application. 

If the application is a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1 (a) on or 
after November 29, 2000, the specific reference must be submitted during the pendency

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Both cotton and cellulose should not be recited in the Markush group of claim 3 
because they are both fibers composed principally of cellulose. Cotton is cellulosic. 
Please clarify the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1 966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brown et al (US 5,975,145) in view of Tobin (US 4,349,803). 

Brown teaches the arc-quenching fuse tubes (title) having inner/outer layers 
comprising epoxy resin/fiber combinations (col. 12, lines 4-29). The combinations 
contain 5 to 80% fiber (col. 4, lines 31-53, especially line 37) and 5 to 65% epoxy resin 
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(col. 5, lines 4-19). The fibers used include polyester, rayon, acrylic, cellulose and 
cotton (col. 4, lines 17-19). Up to 40% filler may also be used (col. 7, lines 3-11). 
Brown fails to recite melamine. 

Tobin teaches melamine (col. 4, line 16) as an arc-quenching filler for fiber- 
reinforced (abstract), epoxy resin bound (col. 4, line 22) fuse tubes (title). It teaches 
that the arc-quenching filler is used to ensure that any arc formed during use of the fuse 
tube is extinguished (col. 4, lines 10-14). 

The references are analogous because they both deal with fuse tubes. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time that 
the invention was made to employ the melamine of Tobin as a filler in the fuse tubes of 
Brown in order to improve the arc-extinguishing properties of the resultant fuse tubes. 

The motivation to employ the melamine of Tobin in the fuse tubes of Brown is 
found at col. 4, lines 10-14 of Brown, where arc extinguishing is taught. 

It is deemed desirable to make fuse tubes that extinguish arcs so that they can 
be used safely and efficiently. 

The nonemployment of a dielectric or mechanical interface between the inner 
and outer layers of the fuse tubes suggested by the combination of Brown and Tobin is 
deemed a matter of engineering choice, depending upon the properties desired in the 
final product. 

The Brown and Tobin patents are not being supplied with this office action 
because they were cited in the prosecution of the parent case, SN. 09/054,986.
